REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art discloses a 
molecular single electron transistor (MSET) detector device comprising at least one organic molecule 
adjacent at least one analyte receptor site, attached to a drain electrode and a source electrode of a 
transistor formed on a silicon semiconductor substrate, and spaced apart by an insulating layer, as in 
applicants Figure 8. The art of the previous rejection, Tornow et al. (US 2006/0154489 A1) discloses a 
general configuration of an analyte receptor expressly attached to a molecule formed between two 
electrodes on a non-silicon substrate. No prior art discloses the claimed device where the source or drain 
electrodes comprise silicon or where the end chains of the organic molecule expressly bind to silicon
